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SECURE FINE 

NAIL SCHEDULE 

CHANGE IS PROMISED SOON 

Board of Trade Meeting to Be Held 
Monday Evening to Ratify 
Tentative Schedule 

There will be u called meeting of the 
Board of Trade in tbe City Hall Monday 
evening at seven-thirty o’clock. It is 
important that a good attendance be 
present to give force to the indorsement 
of a mail schedule which will give double 
tbe facilities now in effect here, and at 
much more convenu nt hours. 

Gratifying success has followed the ac¬ 
tion taken by the Hoard of Trade last 
week in appointing a committee to so 
cure more frequent mail service. To 
facilitate the work of the committee, 
which is composed of Messrs, lletts. 
Jones and Flint. Postmaster Yerxa laid 
tbe matter la-fore the chief clerk of the 
railway mail service, who has in charge 
the matter of all mail routes in this 
part of the country. The latter imme¬ 
diately prepared a tentative schedule for 
tin* consideration of the committee, and 
the indorsement of the Board of Trade. 

I’nder the sche dule offered there would 
be four mails a day distributed at the 
Sierra Matin* ofl'ce, one of tin* two addi- 
•:ond mails coming by wav of the Paei 
ii ■ Electric and one by way of the Santa 
! *. The hours for distribution would 
’<«• 7:50 and 10:00 a. in.. .‘1:20 and 5:40 
f>. m. Outgoing mails would close at 
8:30 and 11:50 a. m.. and 4:.‘10 p. in. 

By this schedule it will he seen that 
the first mail of the day, received from 
Eos Angeles over the Pacific Electric 
would 1 m* distributed in time to make 
it possible to send a reply back at 
a great improvement over the present 
slow service. 

Postmaster Yerxa was informed tha 
the schedule could 1m* put into effe-t 
within ten days after being approved by 
the Board of Trade. In view of tl»i- 
fact it was thought best to call an extra 
meeting rather than wait for the August 
meeting. 

DOCTORS AT EL REP0S0 

About 100 physicians attending the 
American Institute of Homeopathy at 
Pasadena visited El Rcposo Sanatorium 
last week and Sunday of this week.

of Tuberculosis.” and received with much 
interest and enthusiasm. Mrs. Lund is 
having the address printed in leaflet form 
in large numbers for distribution with 
the sanatorium literature.

I have* a few p'(*e< s of old 
furniture (all in great need of repair) 
and ii few vases and hits of bric-a-bnu 
picked up in my travels which belonged 
to my studio abroad—usually one speci¬ 
men only of each kind and not a niun 
1k*i\ as the* article would lead one t< 
think. Eve n a few artistic things ar¬ 
ranged properly have a good e lect. E 
makes me think of what a I os Angele- 
lawyer sjiid once when lie called at my 
studio. He l*M*ked lip at an old lish net 
on the wall ami a piece* of silk embroid- 
ciy. giving proof of its antiquity by the* 
many liedes and geneial air of fragility 
it line!; hut giving to the wall a fin* 
‘color-tone.” and remarked: “Well, an 
artist can hang any old rag on the wall 
and it looks fine, hut if I should do such 
a thing in my horn** it would look ridi¬ 
culous.” 

I am writing this because 1 would no: 
like* to have people coming to niv studio, 
expecting to see* such wonders only to b 
disappointed, and p rhups expose* tin* 
place to ridicule. 

But more important yet is the* state¬ 
ment that 1 am a member of the SiMiete 
National** des Beaux Alts and the Soviet, 
des Artists Franeais in Paris. I am a 
member of neither, although my work 
lias been well hung in both. No artist 
could ever he a member of botli, as they 
(the S(K*ii*ties) will, neither one. even ex¬ 
hibit a picture sent to the other and no 
artist can exhibit at both salons at the 
same time the same year. 

Tlu* article is a fine one. and well-writ¬ 
ten. but would lie misleading in its de¬ 
scription of tlu* studio and contents. 

AT WORK ON GAS SYSTEM

He showed conclusively that it is 
possible to save a large amount of fruit 
from decay and consequently loss t< 
growers and wholesalers, simply througl 
more careful handling.

of the Piedmont Gas Company made 
good in a new line last Friday evening. 
Incidentally, he took a joyless joy ride 
which was rather expensive. W. A. 
W hite came over from Monrovia in his 
auto during tint* day, going from here to 
l.os Angeles with the intention of re¬ 
turning here for the machine. Instead 
he went directly to Monrovia by electric 
line and telephoned Mr. Badger to bring 
the auto over for him. Now the latter 
knows more about gas than about gaso¬ 
line go-carts. As he took the message 
and started to leave the office he re¬ 
marked: “Well. I never ran the thing 
very much and 1 suppose I'll land it in 
the ditch before I take it far.”

MEETING OF 

CITY TRUSTEES 

TO IMPROVE THREE STREETS 

Ordinances Passed in Response to Peti¬ 
tions from Progressive 
Property Owners 

Ordinances of intention to improve por¬ 
tions of three streets were passed at 
last evening’s session of the city trus¬ 
tees. The streets to be improved are 
Higbland, between Baldwin and Moun¬ 
tain Trail; Carter, between Baldwin and 
Auburn; Hermosa between Highland and 
Grand View. All are short but will 
form important links in the system of 
streets already improved. 

Trustee Steinberger voted against the 
Highland ordinance because the petition 
asking for the work did not represent 
a majority of the frontage. Inasmuch 
as the Pacific Electric company which 
owns considerable frontage had said it 
would neither ask for nor protest against 
the improvement the other trustees felt 
safe from any effective protest. There 
was further argument a for the improve¬ 
ment in the fact that the petitioner?- 
asking that the work he done own prop¬ 
erty already improved or which will he 
improved as soon as the street is graded 
and oiled, while such objection as has 
appeared comes mostly from the own¬ 
ers of unimproved property. 

JUST LIKE OUR GREEN CARS 

Hollywood is having troubles resulting 
from the enforcement of a speed ordi 
nance on street cars which arc similar to 
those caused by the green cars on the 
Sierra Madre line. The following clip 
ping from the Hollywood Citizen mighl 
have been written in description of 
“rapid transit” on this line of the Paci¬ 
fic Electric: 

“The ordinance did not mention how 
slow the cars might go. probably the man 
who drew it up didn’t know until this 
week. When a car goes so slow you 
can’t tell whether it is going to the beach 
or to the city except by the way the 
trolley points, it certainly is going some 
slow*. The Citizen hired a man to ride 
in on one of the cars the other day and 
to take the actual running time, but he 
hasn’t got hack yet. The railroad off- 
cials may be enjoying the new schedule 
but it is certainly hard on the train 
crews.

MENACE OF COMMON TOWELS 


Dangers Lurking in Public Wash Rooms 1 
and Vacation Resorts 

The personal towel habit is commended 
to mountain sojourners by the field sani- 
tationist of the State Board of Health 
in view of possible innoculation by dis¬ 
ease germs that feed on the arterial lin¬ 
ings and mucous tissues of the human 
organism. 

In reporting to the State Board, the 
field health officials says: “Ideally con¬ 
sidered. the roller towel is a device that 
enables a number of persons to dry them¬ 
selves on a towel and' each one can use 
a freshly laundered section. But there 
are too many instances where the pro¬ 
longed whir of the roller indicates that 
some dripping unfortunate is searching 
for a section that is not too wet or 
dirty. This is especially liable to hap¬ 
pen in regions remote from steam laun¬ 
dries where kitchen helpers demand 
high wages and are prone to pack their 
trunks at the sight of a wash tub. The 
red-light districts of the cities and larger 
towns are recognized as centers of Red 
Plague diffusion, and at this time of the 
year all classes of people from these 
thickly settled areas are making pil¬ 
grimages to the country. In view of 
these facts, vacationists who go to rural 
or mountain regions where domestic 
labor is scarce, roller towels are common, 
and the population cosmopolitan and 
shifting, will do well to take their own 
hand linen. 

“Tht: roller towel seems to stimulate 
hope, to lull suspicion, and to invoke a 
spirit of compromise. People who could 
not be hired to sleep in a bed that had 


: been occupied without a change of sheets 
by a dozen unknown persons, will enter 
i into negotiations with a roller towel that 
shows signs of recent and intimate con¬ 
tact with a number of unknowns dozens. 
The preliminary tug at the towel may 
be undecided, but, once begun, the rolling 
process continues with accelerated fervor 
until a compromise is made on some sec¬ 
tion that may or may not be less dingy 
than any other portions. The inner sides 
of the towels are sometimes of darker 
complexion than the outsides because 
numbers of crafty individuals, with wat¬ 
er in their eyes, have chosen this surface. 
The miss-use of towels is conducive to 
the spread of most infectious diseases; 
but the conditions have a peculiar War¬ 
ing on Red Plague transmission, as the 
wiping of the eyes or the friction of 
the skin favors'innoculation by the germs 
that cause these affections.”
